How to Boil and Stew. 


To do either properly, the food must he im- 


mersed at the beginning in actually boiling 
water, and the water must be allowed to reach 
the boiling point immediately and to boil for 
about flvo minutes. The action of the boiling 
water upon the surface of either meat or.vege- 
tables is to harden it slightly, just enough to 
prevent the escape of either juices or mineral 
salts. Alter the pot containing the food has be- 
gun to boil the second time, it should be re- 
moved to the side of the fire and allowed to 
simmer until the food is done. This simmenlng, 
or stewing, extracts all of the nutritious quali- 
ties of either meat or vegetables. 
The 


pot should be kept closely covered, unless for 
a moment when it is necessary to raise th» 
cover in order to remove the scum. The steam 
will fcondense inside in drops of moisture, if 
the boiling is slow. Do not think that rapid 
boiling coolts faster than the gentle process I 
recommend 
After the pot once boila you 


cannot m»ke its contents cook any faster if you 
have fire enough under it to run a steam 
engine. So save your fuel and add to the tiro 
htSe by little, to keep the pot boiling. Remem- 
ber if you boil meat hard and fast it will b» 
tough and tasteless, and most of its goodness 
n ill go up the chimuey, or out of the window 
with the steam. 


Food for Infanta. 


Dr. J. H. Hanaford. 


For the present, passing over snch nenal tor- 


ture as the use of the tight bands, called- tbo 
"swathe"—as needless aa cruel—with a mere 
mention, keeping the head too hot. by envelop- 
ing it in a profusion of feather pillows, putting 
tho head toward the fire instead of the feet, 
rocking in the cradle till the brain reels, toss- 
ing, "bouncing" and "trotting" enough to in- 
duce a brain fever, etc., I shall cow refer to 
the cruel practices connected with feeding. 


Aa important fundamental truths, let it be 


remembered that the mother's milk contains 
no starch, and therefore, the saliva of the babe 
demands no ferment-diastase with which to di- 
gest it, and that, for this reason, this saliva, 
until 
about the time of the appearance 


of 
several 
teeth, 
is 
destitute 
of 


this diastase, so very necessary in the diges- 
tion of all starchy foods. For these reasons, 
all such starch foods, as arrow J-oot, rice, .tap- 
ioca, sago, corn starch, fins-flour grnel and 
other articles made of It, baked potato, -—1- 


heat and fatten, having no direct influence to 
adding to the strength and health of the body. 


What shall be the food of the ba.be? Most 
decidedly the mother's milk, when it is abund- 
ant and of a good quality. 
The cow's milk, 


differing in its constituents, ie not aa good as 
Home artificial foods, those prepared in refer- 
ence to this disease, absolutely demanded for 
the digestion of starch. 


Value of Woman's Work. 


Rev. Thomas E. Beeeher, writing to The 


Christian JJniou of his camp life in the woodu, 
gives the following advice: 


"All men ought to go to the woods and re- 


ligouslydo their own washing and geneial 
work — snch as sewing, cooking, housekeeping 
and dish washing. The work of women is not 
epoken of sensibly by men till they have done 
it themselves. Gontlomen readers, it is easy to 
talk! But just try it on'a very moderate scale 
once, and you'll honor working women more 
than ever. Do as I have done— do a wash of six 
pieces, and then remember that a woman turns 
off two hundred pieces in a day. Look at yonr 
watch and see how long it takes you. 
Look at 


vour soap and see how much you have used. 
Look at your white clothes, handkerchief or 
towel, and see what you have done or not done, 
and never again speak harshly of or to a wo- 
man on wash-day, nor of laundry work as if it 
were unskilled labor. Try it 
Don't talk. 


Don't sneer. Try it 
A sympathetic gentlo- 


man having washed two dozen pieces will 
never change his shirt again without a glow of 
reverence and gratitude. She did this. A sim- 
ilar and salutary consciousness will come to 
him who dama his own socks, patches me 
trowsers, sphoea his suspenders and washes 
dishes. Look not every man upon hia own 
tuiuga, but every man also upon the work ol a 
woman. Such an experience in tho woods will 
go far towards settling the woman question, by 
teaching us that we aie all members ouo ol 
another, and there must be no schism. "

successful results, it baldly ever failing to 
effect a cure. 
Tho Chinese consider it a 


specific, and will in case of need, do anything 
to obtain a supply. 
"•Sinco I have come back to California,as also 


in Louisiana, I have used limes and their juices 
in my practice as a physician will most suc- 
ceBBful results mScases of diphtheria,evon in the 
most desperate casou. An soon as I take charge 
of a case of diphtheria, I order limes to be ad- 
ministered as freely as possible, m any man- 
ner the patient can bo prevailed upon to take 
them, especially iu the form of hot lemonade, 
sweetened with white sugar or honey, or uutiu 
slices with powdered w hite sugar. Besides 
lime juice (which I suppose acts by imparting 
an excess of oxygen to the circulation, and 
thereby prevents formation of vibriones, etc., 
and so has almost a specific effort on disease;. 
I picsenbo whatever drug may be indicated to 
relieve symptoms as they develop, and impart 
strength by appropimtu atimulanta and nour- 
ishment." 


Unmarried Women.

riageable women who iiever get married. Some 
say that it is owing to an excess in mini bora of 
women over men, 411 consequence of which 
theioaronot husbancla enough to go round. 

Take 
the world through, ami figuies show that there 
are as many men in it as there are women Oth- 
ers nttribute it to theexpeneiveneis of modern 
life. Men do not marry because it is said they 
cannot afford to. But the fact ia that no man 
whn truly loved a woman ever hesitated to 
become engaged to her anil eventually marry 
her because of poverty. Theie are cold- 
blooded men, with no idea of anv feeling for a 
woman stronger than languid admiration, who 
may he deterred from assuming what they 
regard as a burden in the shape of a wife, un- 
less assured of a liberal income, but most 
men are not so calculating. Utbers, again 
attribute the evil to woman's fastidiousness 
They expect too much in a husband, and, while 
wailing for an impossible shadow, let the pos- 
sible substance sup through their fingers. Thia 
ia a libel on the sex. As a rule they are no 
more fastidious than mon are, and they are just 
as susceptible as men to that enchantment of 
love which invests its object with every per- 
fection and covers up every fault 
So faj as 


men and women are concerned, they are 
as prone to marriage now as in any period of 
the world's history. Nevertheless, there are 
the women waiting for husbands and not get- 
ting them. They are pretty, they are accom- 


plished, they are aenaiblo, end, tinder proper 
training, they would make excellent wivas and 
mothers, but they never get a. chunca What 
seemn to be needed is a inoi-e thorough m^hod 
of liringhii; mm mi 1 -n n-.non i iti <»•> 'i il J i.ruji 
with f;,v;li nilie -.

dollars worth of property in grain, fences, 
barn*, sheds, orchards and miscellaneous 
Arming stock. About fifteen miles north 
of this city a prairie fire has been raging 
•ince Sunday, covering a vast tract of 
country and destroying everything within 
its reach. The tire started early Sunday 
moraine during the terrible windstorm that 
prevailed that day. 
It swept with light- 
ning-like rapidity over the entire face of 
the country, Jumping broad and well-de- 
fined roads, sweeping through com and 
stubble-fields, through orchards, and in 
its passage licking iup hay-stacks, wheat- 
bins, corn-cribs, granaries, etc. The loss 
to farmers in personal property Is severe, 
and scarcely a fanner in the line of the 
storm but who Is a sufferer to a greater 
or less degree.
